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U.S.: Over 130,000 Russian troops now staged outside Ukraine

WASHINGTON (AP) — Some 
airlines canceled flights to 
the Ukrainian capital and 
troops there unloaded fresh 
shipments of weapons from 
NATO members Sunday, as 
its president sought to proj- 
ect confidence in the face 
of U.S. warnings of possible 
invasion within days by a 
growing number of Russian 
forces. 

President Volodymyr Zelen- 
skyy spoke to President Joe 
Biden for about an hour, 
insisting that Ukrainians had 
the country under “safe 
and reliable protection” 
against feared attack by 
a far stronger Russian mili- 
tary, aides said afterward. 
The White House said both 
agreed to keep pushing 
both deterrence and di- 


plomacy to try to stave off 
a feared Russian military of- 
fensive. 

The Biden administration 
has become increasingly 
outspoken about its con- 
cerns that Russia will stage 
an incident in the coming 
days that would create a 
false pretext for an invasion 
of Ukraine. 

U.S. and European intel- 
ligence findings in recent 
days have sparked worries 
that Russia may try to tar- 
get a scheduled Ukrainian 
military exercise slated for 
Tuesday in eastern Ukraine 
to launch such a “false- 
flag operation,” accord- 
ing to two people familiar 
with the matter. They spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because they were not au- 
thorized to speak publicly

American intelligence offi- 
cials believe targeting the 
military exercise is just one 
of multiple options that Rus- 
sia has weighed as a possi- 
bility for a false-flag opera- 
tion. The White House has 
underscored that they do 
not know with certainty if 
President Vladimir Putin has 
made a final determination 
to launch an invasion. 

Moscow's forces are mass- 
ing on Ukraine’s north, 


east and south in what the 
Kremlin insists are military 
exercises. 

A US. official updated the 
Biden administration's es- 
timate for how many Rus- 
sian forces are now staged 
near Ukraine’s borders to 
more than 130,000, up from 
the more than 100,000 the 
U.S. has cited publicly in 
previous weeks. 

The official spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity to discuss 
the administration’s con- 
clusions. 


Zelenskyy has repeated- 
ly played down the USS. 
warnings, questioning the 
increasingly strident state- 
ments from U.S. officials 
in recent days that Russia 
could be planning to in- 
vade as soon as midweek. 
“We understand all the 
risks, We understand that 
there are risks,” he said in 
a broadcast Saturday. “If 
you, or anyone else, has 
additional information re- 
garding a 100% Russian in- 
vasion starting on the 16th,

please forward that infor- 
mation to us.” 

But while Zelenskyy has 
urged against panic that 
he fears could undermine 
Ukraine’s economy, he 
and his civilian and military 
leaders also are preparing 
defenses, soliciting and re- 
ceiving a flow of arms from 
the U.S. and other NATO 
members. 

A military cargo. aircraft 
carrying U.S.-made Stinger 


anti-aircraft missiles and 
ammunition from NATO 
member Lithuania land- 


ed Sunday, bolstering the 
country’s defenses against 
any attack by air. 
Zelenskyy wore — military 
olive drab at a drill with 
tanks and helicopters near 
Ukraine’s border with Rus- 
sian-annexed Crimea this 
weekend. In the nearby 
city of Kalanchak, some ex- 
pressed disbelief that Putin 
would really send his troops 
rolling into the country. 

“| don’t believe Russia will 
attack us,” said resident 
Boris Cherepenko. “I have 
friends in Sakhalin, in Kras- 
nodar,” he said, naming 
Russian regions. “| don’t 
believe it.” 

In Kyiv, others expressed un- 
certainty whether any Rus- 
sian move would be eco- 
nomic, military, or happen

at all. One woman, Alona 
Buznitskaya, speaking on a 
central street of the capital 
bearing a few signs declar- 
ing, “I love Ukraine,” said 
she was calm. 

“You should always be 
ready for everything, and 
then you will have nothing 
to be afraid of,” she said. 
The U.S. largely has not 
made public the evidence 
it says is underlying its most 
specific warnings on pos- 
sible Russian planning or 
timing. 

“We're not going to give 
Russia the opportunity to 
conduct a surprise here, 
to spring something on 
Ukraine or the world,” Jake 
Sullivan, the U.S. national 
security adviser, told CNN 
on Sunday, about the US. 
warnings. 

“We are going to make 
sure that we are laying out 
for the world what we see 
as transparently and plain- 
ly as we possibly can,” he 
said. 

The Russians have de- 
ployed missile, air, naval 
and special operations 
forces, as well as supplies 
to sustain an invasion. This 
week, Russia moved six am- 
phibious assault ships into 
the Black Sea, augmenting 
its capability to land on the 
coast.) 
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U.S., Japan, South Korea meet in Hawaii to discuss North Korea

HONOLULU (AP) — US. 
Secretary of State Antony 
Blinken met his Japanese 
and South Korean counter- 
parts Saturday in Hawaii to 
discuss the threat posed by 
nuclear-armed North Ko- 
rea after Pyongyang be- 
gan the year with a series 
of missile tests. 

Blinken said at a news con- 
ference after the meeting 
that North Korea was “in a 
phase of provocation” and 
the three countries con- 
demned the recent missile 
launches. 

“We are absolutely united 
iN Our approach, in our de- 
termination,” Blinken said 
after his talks with Japanese 
Foreign Minister Yoshimasa 
Hayashi and South Korean 
Foreign Minister Chung Evi- 
yong. 

He said the countries were 
“very closely consulting” on 
further steps they may take 
in response to North Korea, 
but didn’t offer specifics. 
The three released a joint 
statement calling on North 
Korea to engage in dia- 
logue and cease its “un- 
lawful activities.” They said 
they had no hostile intent 
toward North Korea and 
were open to meeting 
Pyongyang without  pre- 
conditions. 

Hayashi later told Japa- 
nese reporters the three 
ministers had “very fruitful” 
discussion on the North. He 
declined to give details on

additional measures they 
may take. 

North Korea has a long his- 
tory of using provocations 
such as missile or nuclear 
tests to seek international 
concessions. The latest tests 
come as the North's econ- 
omy, already battered by 
decades of mismanage- 
ment and crippling U.S.- 
led sanctions, is hit hard by 
pandemic border closures. 
Many see the tests as an at- 
tempt to pressure President 
Joe Biden’s administration 
into easing the sanctions. 
The Biden administration 
has shown no willingness to 
do so without meaningful 


cuts to the North's nuclear 
program, but it has offered 
open-ended talks. 

North Korea has rebuffed 
U.S. offers to resume diplo- 
macy, saying it won't return 
to talks unless Washington 
drops what it says are hos- 
tile polices. The North bris- 
tles at both the sanctions 
and regular military exercis- 
es the U.S. holds with South 


Korea. 
The tests also have a tech- 
nical component, allow- 


ing North Korea to hone its 
weapons arsenal. One of 
the missiles recently tested 
— the Hwasong-12 interme- 
diate-range ballistic missile

— is capable of reaching 
the U.S. territory of Guam. 
It was the longest-distance 
weapon the North has test- 
ed since 2017. 

North Korea appears to be 
pausing its tests during the 
Winter Olympics in China, 
its most important ally and 
economic lifeline. But ana- 
lysts believe North Korea 
will dramatically increase 
its weapons testing after 
the Olympics. 

The recent tests have rat- 
tled Pyongyang’s neigh- 
bors in South Korea and 
Japan. South Korean Presi- 
dent Moon Jae-in, who 
helped set up the historic 


talks between North Ko- 
rean leader Kim Jong Un 
and former President Don- 
ald Trump in 2018 and 2019, 
said last month that the 
tests were a violation of 
U.N. Security Council reso- 
lutions and urged the North 
to cease “actions that cre- 
ate tensions and pressure.” 
The Security Council ini- 
tially imposed sanctions on 
North Korea after its first nu- 
clear test in 2006. It made 
them tougher in response 
to further nuclear tests and 
the country’s increasingly 
sophisticated nuclear and 
ballistic missile programs. 
China and Russia, citing 
the North’s economic dif- 
ficulties, have called for 
lifting sanctions like those 
banning seafood exports 
and prohibitions on its citi- 
zens working overseas and 
sending home their earn- 
Ings. 

Blinken arrived in Hawaii 
from Fiji, where he met with 
Acting Prime Minister Aiyaz 
Sayed-Khaiyum and other 
Pacific leaders to talk about 
regional issues, especially 
the existential risk posed by 
climate change. It was the 
first visit by a U.S. secretary 
of state to Fiji since 1985. 
He started his Pacific tour 
in Australia, where he met 
his counterparts from Aus- 
tralia, India and Japan. 
The four nations form the 
“Quad,” a bloc of Indo-Pa- 
cific democracies that was 
created to counter China’s 
regional influence.) 


Lujan plans return to Senate in weeks 
for Supreme Court vote 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Dem- 
ocratic Sen. Ben Ray Lujan, 
who is recovering from a 
stroke in January, says he 
plans to be back at work 
in “just a few short weeks” 
to vote on President Joe 
Biden’s forthcoming Su- 
preme Court nominee. 

In a video released Sun- 
day by his office, the New 
Mexico senator said he is at 
the University of New Mexi- 
co Hospital after surgery to 
relieve pressure on his brain 
and soon will go to an in- 
patient rehabilitation facil- 
ity for “a few more weeks.” 
“I’m doing well. I'm strong. 


I’m back on the road to re- 
covery, and I’m going to 
make a full recovery,” the 
49-year-old Lujan said in 
the video, which showed 
him seated next to two of 
his doctors. “I’m going to 
walk out of here, I’m going 
to beat this, and I'm going 
to be stronger once | come 
out.” “Now I’m proud to 
report, then I'll be back 
on the floor of the United 
States Senate in just a few 
short weeks to vote on im- 
portant legislation and to 
consider a Supreme Court 
nominee,” he added. 

According to his office, the 


Lujan began experiencing 
dizziness and fatigue on 
Jan. 27 and checked him- 
self into a hospital in Santa 
Fe, New Mexico. Lujan was 
transferred to the hospital 
in Albuquerque for further 
evaluation and treatment. 
His absence from the Sen- 
ate came as Biden consid- 
ers G nominee to replace 
the retiring Justice Stephen 
G. Breyer. Biden has said he 
wants to announce a pick 
by the end of February. 

In a 50-50 Senate, Lujdn's

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Hate crime probe soughtin Mississippi attempted shooting

RIDGELAND, Miss. (AP) — 
Attorneys for a Black deliv- 
ery driver are calling for a 
federal hate crimes probe 
of the attempted shooting 
of the driver in Mississippi, 
saying it’s another example 
of Black Americans facing 
danger simply for going 
about their daily activities. 
The FedEx driver, 24-year- 
old D'Monterrio Gibson, 
was not wounded in the 
Jan. 24 incident. One of his 
attorneys, Carlos Moore, 
said Thursday that he be- 
lieves police are not taking 
the investigation seriously. 
Two white men are facing 
charges, but Moore said 
the state needs to upgrade 
those charges to attempt- 
ed murder. 

Moore said Gibson had 
done nothing wrong be- 
fore two white men tried 
to stop him, with one of the 
men holding a gun. 

“He was simply Black while 
working,” Moore said dur- 
ing a news conference. 

A Justice Department 
spokesperson confirmed 
to The Associated Press on 
Thursday that the depart- 
ment received a request to 
look into the case and will 
review the request to de- 
termine any next steps. 
Gibson said he was wear- 
ing a FedEx uniform and 
was driving an umarked 
van that FedEx had rent- 
ed when he dropped off 
a package at a house in 
south Mississippi. He said as 
he was leaving, he noticed 
a white pickup truck pulling 
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FedEx driver D’Moniterrio Gibson, second from left, stands with his legal team of attorneys, Rodney

away from another house 
on the same large lot. 

He said the pickup driver 
tried to cut him off as he 
left the driveway. Gibson 
swerved around him and 
then encountered a sec- 
ond man who had a gun 
pointed at the van and was 
motioning for him to stop. 
Gibson said the man fired 
as he drove away, damag- 
ing the van and packages 
inside. He said the white 
pickup chased him to the 
interstate highway near 
Brookhaven before ending 


the pursuit. 
Two white men_ from 
Brookhaven, 58-year-old 


Gregory Charles Case and 
his son 35-year-old Brandon 
Case, were arrested and 


released on Feb. 1. Police 
told local news outlets that 
the elder Case was the sus- 
pected pickup driver, while 
Brandon Case was the 
man in the street. Gregory 
Charles Case is charged 
with conspiracy. Brandon 
Case is charged with ag- 
gravated assault. 

The attorneys who rep- 
resent the men — Terrell 
Stubbs for the father and 
Dan Kitchens for the son 
— did not immediately re- 
spond to two phone mes- 
sages that the AP left for 
each of them Thursday. A 
person in Stubbs’ office said 
he was in court, and a per- 
son in Kitchens’ office said 
he was out of the office. 
Gibson said Thursday that

he is seeking mental health 
treatment and is on unpaid 
leave from his job. 

“| have real bad anxiety 
since the incident,” Gibson 
said. 

Jim) Masilak, manager of 
media relations for FedEx, 
said in response to ques- 
tions from AP. Thursday: 
“FedEx takes situations of 
this nature very seriously, 
and we are shocked by 
this criminal act against 
our team member. ... The 
safety of our team mem- 
bers is our top priority, and 
we remain focused on his 
wellbeing. We will continue 
to support Mr. Gibson as we 
cooperate with investigat- 
ing authorities.” 

Nobody was injured but 


the chase and _ gunfire 
have sparked social me- 
dia complaints of racism in 
Brookhaven, about 55 miles 
(90 kilometers) south of the 
state capital, Jackson. The 
local NAACP chairman has 
called on city’s Black po- 
lice chief to resign, but the 
chief says he has no inten- 
tion to do so. 

“I’m not going anywhere 
until God makes that deci- 
sion,” Collins told the Daily 
Leader. “That’s between 
me and God. Until God 
calls me I'm not worried 
about what anybody says.” 
Moore compares the in- 
cident to the killing of Ah- 
maud Arbery, a 25-year- 
old Black man who was 
running empty-handed 
through a Georgia subdi- 
vision in 2020 when three 
white strangers chased him 
down and blasted him with 
a shotgun. The white men, 
including a father and son, 
were convicted of murder 
and sentenced fo life. De- 
fense lawyers said they sus- 
pected Arbery had com- 
mitted crimes in their neigh- 
borhood, but prosecutors 
said there was no evidence 
of that. The three still face a 
federal hate crime trial. 
About 68% of Brookhaven’s 
12,000 residents are Black. 
The city is in Lincoln Coun- 
ty, where District Attorney 
Dee Bates said informa- 
tion will be presented to a 
grand jury for a decision on 
charges once police com- 
plete their investigation of 
the Gibson incident. Wit- 
nesses, including Gibson, 
will be able to testify.

state” and, “My faith, my 
choice.” The Fellowship of 
Christian Athletes had invit- 
ed Nik Walker Ministries to 
hold a revival at the school, 
which was advertised as a 
voluntary event. School of- 
ficials have said there was 
supposed to be a sign-up 
sheet to attend but that 
two teachers mistakenly 
took their entire classes. 
That prompted complaints 
from some parents and 
from students who orga- 
nized the walkout. 


“It was reported to my staff 
that some students were re- 
quired to attend a religious 
event during the school 
day,” Saxe said in the state- 
ment. “At this point in the 
investigation, it is my belief 
that some students’ rights 
have been violated. As the 
investigation continues, we 
must follow due process, 
which takes some time, in 
addressing any responsible 
employee while working to 
ensure a situation like this 
never occurs again.)

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mexi- 
co has acknowledged that 
the U.S. government has 
suspended all imports of 
Mexican avocados after 
a U.S. plant safety inspec- 
tor in Mexico received a 
threat. 

The surprise suspension was 
confirmed late Saturday on 
the eve of the Super Bowl, 
the biggest sales oppor- 
tunity of the year for Mexi- 
can avocado growers — 
though it would not affect 
game-day consumption 
since those avocados had 
already been shipped. 
Avocado exports are the 
latest victim of the drug 
cartel turf battles and ex- 
tortion of avocado grow- 
ers in the western state of 
Michoacan, the only state 
in Mexico fully authorized 
to export to the U.S. market. 
The U.S. government sus- 
pended alll imports of Mexi- 
can avocados “until further 
notice” after a U.S. plant 
safety inspector in Mexico 
received a_ threatening 
message, Mexico’s Agricul- 
ture Department said in a 
statement. 

“U.S. health authorities ... 
made the decision after 
one of their officials, who 
was carrying out inspec- 
tions in Uruapan, Michoac- 
an, received a threatening 
message on his official cell- 
phone,” the department 
wrote. 

The import ban came on 
the day that the Mexican 
avocado growers and 
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U.S. suspends Mexican avocado imports on eve of Super Bowl

packers association un- 
veiled its Super Bowl ad for 
this year. Mexican exporters 
have taken out the pricey 
ads for almost a decade in 
a bid to associate guaca- 
mole as a Super Bowl tradi- 
tion. 

This year’s ad shows Julius 
Caesar and a rough bunch 
of gladiator fans outside 
what appears to be the 
Colosseum, soothing their 
apparently violent differ- 
ences by enjoying guaca- 
mole and avocados. 

The association did not im- 
mediately respond to a re- 
quest for comment on the 
ban, which hits an indus- 
try with almost $3 billion in 
annual exports. However, 
avocados for this year’s Su- 


per Bowl had already been 
exported in the weeks prior 
to the event. 

Because the United States 
also grows avocados, U.S. 
inspectors work in Mexico 
to ensure exported avo- 
cados don't carry diseases 
that could hurt U.S. crops. 

It was only in 1997 that the 
U.S. lifted a ban on Mexi- 
can avocados that had 
been in place since 1914 to 
prevent a range of weevils, 
scabs and pests from enter- 
ing U.S. orchards. 

The inspectors work for the 
U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture’s Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Services. 
It is not the first time that 
the violence in Michoacan 
— where the Jalisco cartel

is fighting turf wars against 
a collection of local gangs 
known as the United Car- 
tels — has threatened avo- 
cados, the state’s most lu- 
crative crop. 

After a previous incident in 
2019, the USDA had warned 
about the possible conse- 
quences of attacking or 
threatening U.S. inspectors. 
In August 2019, a U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture 
team of inspectors was “di- 
rectly threatened” in Zirac- 
varetiro, a town just west of 
Uruapan. While the agency 
didn’t specify what hap- 
pened, local authorities say 
a gang robbed the truck 
the inspectors were travel- 
ing in at gunpoint. 

The USDA wrote in a letter 


at the time that, “For fu- 
ture situations that result in 
a security breach, or dem- 
onstrate an imminent physi- 
cal threat to the well-being 
of APHIS personnel, we will 
immediately suspend pro- 
gram activities.” 

Many avocado growers 
in Michoacan say drug 
gangs threaten them or 
their family members with 
kidnapping or death unless 
they pay protection mon- 
ey, sometimes amounting 
to thousands of dollars per 
acre. 

On September 30, 2020, 
a Mexican employee of 
APHIS was killed near the 
northern border city of Ti- 
juana. 

Mexican prosecutors said 
Edgar Flores Santos was 
killed by drug traffickers 
who may have mistaken 
him for a policeman and a 
suspect was arrested. The 
U.S. State Department said 
investigations “concluded 
this unfortunate incident 
was a case of Mr. Flores be- 
ing in the wrong place at 
the wrong time.” 

The avocado ban was just 
the latest threat to Mexi- 
co’s export trade stemming 
from the government's in- 
ability to rein in illegal ac- 
tivities. 

On Thursday, the U.S. Trade 
Representative’s Office 
fled an environmental 
complaint against Mexico 
for failing to stop illegal fish- 
ing to protect the critically 
endangered vaquita ma- 
rina, the world’s smallest 
porpoise. L)

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Sudan's top general lauds recent ties with former foe Israel

CAIRO (AP) — Sudan's top 
general has lauded re- 
cent ties with Israel, saying 
that intelligence sharing 
between the two former 
adversaries helped arrest 
suspected militants in his 
country. 

The two countries normal- 
ized relations late in 2020 
as part of a series of US.- 
brokered deals between 
Israel and four Arab coun- 
tries. Israel and Sudan have 
since crafted security and 
intelligence — relationships 
that have seen officials ex- 
change meetings repeat- 
edly in unannounced trips. 
Gen. Abdel-Fattah Burhan, 
head of the ruling Sov- 
ereign Council, said ex- 
change of intelligence has 
enabled Sudan to disman- 
tle and arrest suspected 
militant groups in Sudan 
that “could have under- 
mined the security of Su- 
dan and the region.” 
Speaking in an an interview 
with Sudan’s state-run TV 
aired late Saturday, Burhan 
said it is legitimate for Su- 
danese security and intel- 
ligence agencies to have 
ties and exchange visits 
with Israel. 

He insisted his country’s re- 
lations with Israel are not of 
a political nature, saying 
that no senior Sudanese of-

ficial has yet made a visit to 
Israel. He did not elaborate. 
There was no immediate 
comment from Israel. Is- 
rael has been silent on the 
October military coup in 
Sudan, led by Burhan, and 
the ensuring unrest there, 


indicating it intends to 
maintain normalized ties 
with Sudan. 


Sudanese and Israeli of- 
ficials exchanged unan- 
nounced visits in recent 
weeks. Most recently, a Su- 
danese security delegation 
visited Tel Aviv last week, 
following a visit by Israeli of- 


ficials, including Mossad in- 
telligence officers, to Khar- 
toum in January. 

In October, the then Suda- 
nese justice minister, Nasre- 
deen Abdulbari, and Israeli 
Cabinet ministers Idan Roll 
and Edawi Frej held a rare 
public meeting in the Unit- 
ed Arab Emirates’ capital 
of Abu Dhabi. 

The normalization of ties 
with Israel paved the way 
for Sudan to reintegrate 
into the international com- 
munity after two decades 
of isolation under former 
autocratic President Omar 


al-Bashir. 

Sudan was once one of 
Israel’s fiercest rivals in the 
Arab world. It hosted the 
landmark Arab conference 
after the 1967 Mideast war 
at which eight Arab coun- 
tries vowed never to make 
peace with Israel. 

The Oct. 25 military take- 
over has upended Sudan's 
transition to democratic 
rule after three decades 
of repression and _ inter- 
national isolation under 
al-Bashir. The African na- 
tion has been on a fragile 
path to democracy since a 


popular uprising forced the 
military to remove al-Bashir 
and his Islamist government 
in April 2019. 

The coup triggered near- 
daily street protests, plung- 
ing the country further into 
turmoil. Security forces 
launched a deadly crack- 
down on protesters, kill- 
ing around 80 people and 
wounding over 2,200 oth- 
ers injured since the coup, 
according to a Sudanese 
medical group. 

The U.N., the U.S. and other 
Western government have 
pressured the military to 
end the crackdown on 
protesters and restore a 
civilian-led government 
to complete the country’s 
transition. Congress mem- 
bers have also called for 
sanctions on military lead- 
ers in Sudan. 

U.S. Assistant Secretary of 
State Molly Phee and the 
newly appointed U.S. spe- 
cial envoy for the Horn of 
Africa visited Sudan_ last 
month and said they made 
clear to the generals that 
“the U.S. “will consider 
measures to hold account- 
able those responsible for 
failure to move forward.” 

In the interview, Buran 
pushed back —= against 
threats of punitive mea- 
sure, saying that sanctions 
and threats of sanctions will 
not helpful.Q

The custodian of a local 
mosque said he saw the 
man burning the Mus- 
lim holy book inside the 
mosque Saturday evening 


Man accused of blasphemy stoned to 
death by mob in Pakistan 


and told others before in- 
forming police, accord- 
ing to police spokesman 
Chaudhry Imran. The vio- 
lence took placein a village 
in the district of Knanewal 
in Punjab province. Imran 
said police rushed to the 
scene, where a man was 
found surrounded by an 
angry crowd. Officer Mo- 
hammad Iqbal and two 
subordinates tried to take 
custody of the man but 
the group began throwing 
stones at them, seriously in- 
juring Iqbal and slightly in- 
juring the other two officers. 
Munawar Gujjar, chief of 
Tulamba_ police © station, 
said he rushed reinforce- 
ments to the mosque but 
they did not arrive before 


the mob had stoned to 
death the man and hung 
his body from a tree. 

Gujjar said the victim was 
identified as Mushtaq 
Ahmed, 41, of a nearby vil- 
lage. “The ill-fated man has 
been mentally unstable for 
the last 15 years and ac- 
cording to his family often 
went missing from home for 
days begging and eating 
whatever he could find,” 
he said. He said the body 
was handed over to the 
family. Mian Mohammad 
Ramzan, the mosque cus- 
todian, said he saw smoke 
inside the mosque, which 
is adjacent to his home, 
and rushed over to investi- 
gate. He found one Quran 
burned and saw a man at- 


tempting to burn another. 
He said people were start- 
ing to arrive for evening 
prayers as he was shouting 
for the man to stop. 
Witnesses said a_ police 
team that reached the vil- 
lage before the stoning be- 
gan took custody of aman 
but the mob snatched him 
away from them and beat 
the police as they tried to 
rescue him. 

Gujjar, the area police 
chief, said investigators 
were scanning available 
videos to try to identify 
the assailants. He said po- 
lice had so far detained 
about 80 men living in the 
mosque’s surroundings but 
that about 300 suspects 
took part.

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How supply chain issues are crushing hotels — and your stay

For many, supply chain is- 
sues mean something like 
the grocery store is out of 
oat milk, so you're stuck 
with soy instead. For hotels 
— an industry already hit 
hard by the COVID-19 pan- 
demic — supply chain is- 
sues are causing even big- 
ger problems. 

Vimal Patel knows this all 
too well. Patel is CEO of 
QHotels Management, 
which operates franchises 
of hotel brands, includ- 
ing some Hampton Inn, 
Holiday Inn and Best West- 
em properties. Lately, he's 
scrambling to find towels, 
shampoos, notepads and 
other supplies his hotels run 
through (and run out of) 
due to supply chain prob- 
lems. 

"Ever since the pandemic, 
serving paper products like 
plates and napkins, as well 
as food itself, has become 
a huge problem — and 
a customer service chal- 
lenge," he says. "Guests of- 
ten don't understand why a 
product is unavailable." 
Things got heated at one of 
his hotels, which advertises 
]2-ounce cups of coffee. 
"We could only find 8-ounce 
cups, and we couldn't find 
any lids," Patel says. "We 
had to use a substandard 
cup, because that's all we 
could get. That was deeply 
upsetting to some custom- 
ers." 

For weary travelers seeking 
to caffeinate, lidless coffee 
might feel like a reason to 
leave a one-star review, 
especially for unpracticed 
travelers who might not be 
accustomed to the myri- 
ad COvVID-related travel 
changes. But here's why 
there's no point in crying 
over spilled milk. 

HOW SUPPLY CHAIN ISSUES 
AFFECT YOUR HOTEL STAY 
DELIVERIES CAN TAKE AN 
UNPREDICTABLY LONG TIME

Most of Patel's properties 
are franchises of larger 
brands and require con- 
forming to brand © stan- 
dards. Patel typically orders 
items from an approved 
vendor, which previously 
took about 48 hours to ar- 
rive. 

"Now, it can take months,” 
he says. "You're lucky to get 
it within three weeks." 
Towels are typically reor- 
dered every other month, 
as they get discolored af- 
ter enough use (and some 
just disappear). Yet, bulky 
items like these are tough 
to stockpile, since most ho- 
tels have limited storage 
space. 

"We'll have a family of four 
use all the towels in the 
morning, and then ask for a 
second set in the evening," 
he says. "Sometimes we just 
don't have enough." 

Amid the coffee cup short- 
age, Patel had to send an 
employee to Costco to buy 
whatever cups they could 
find. "With basic necessities, 


it's hard to tell a customer, 
'We don't have that,’ so 
sometimes you just have to 
make it work," he says. 
COSTS ARE HIGHER 

The entire nation is witness- 
ing inflation — and hotels 
are no different. 

Hotels reported a 79% cost 
increase on day-to-day 
cleaning and housekeep- 
ing supplies, a 77% increase 
for linens and other soft 
goods, and a 77% increase 
in food and beverage 
supplies, according to a 
November 2021 survey of 
about 500 hotel operators 
conducted by the Ameri- 
can Hotel & Lodging Asso- 
ciation. 

STAFFING ISSUES ARE ON- 
GOING 

In a separate AHLA survey 
from October 2021, 94% of 
respondents said their ho- 
tels are understaffed (in- 
cluding 47% who say they 
are severely understaffed). 
Additionally, 96% of hotel 
operators said they are try- 
ing to hire, yet are strug-

And for an already over- 
worked hotel employee, 
dealing with a customer 
upset about their undersize 
coffee cup can be extra 


challenging. 
CONSTRUCTION CHAL- 
LENGES COMPOUND THE 
PROBLEM 


The coffee chaos was small 
beans for Patel's business, 
which operates in Louisi- 
ana. Nearly half of his prop- 
erties are closed due to 
flooding and roof damage 
in the aftermath of Hur- 
ricane Ida. He says local 
home improvement stores 
are out of materials, and 
construction workers are 
tough to hire. 

While the hurricane brought 
extra challenges for Louisi- 
ana businesses, hotels na- 
tionwide are experiencing 
construction-related issues. 
In the first year of the pan- 
demic, many hotels put off 
planned renovations. 

Now, it might be too late 
to renovate without going 
over budget. Construc- 
tion material costs jumped 
nearly 20% in 2021, accord- 
ing to an analysis by the As- 
sociated General Contrac- 
tors of America. In a sepa- 
rate AGC survey from win- 
ter 2021, 90% of contractors 
attributed such issues to the 
supply chain, and 72% said 
projects take longer than

anticipated because of 
COVID-19. 

WHAT TO EXPECT DURING 
YOUR NEXT HOTEL STAY 
Travelers are returning, but 
labor and materials still 
haven't — and the outlook 
isn't exactly promising. Of 
the AHLA survey respon- 
dents, 36% said they expect 
supply chain disruptions to 
last at least another year. 
For travelers, that means 
anticipated renovations 
might not have even start- 
ed. It means you might not 
have the exact amenities 
you're used to — and that 
sometimes, the amenities 
you expected will not be 
available, period. Patel 
says he hopes customers 
will understand the chal- 
lenges that the hotel indus- 
try faces. 

"We're not cutting corners 
because we're trying to 
nickel and dime," he says. 
"It's simply the — situation 
we're in." 

And just as a hotel likely 
wants you to feel like you're 
at home, Patel says he 
hopes people realize the 
supply chain shortages felt 
at home are hitting his in- 
dustry too. 

"Whether it's finding grocer- 
ies or a roof for your own 
home — they're the same 
challenges that businesses 
are facing, but 10 times," 
he says.L)

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Film 
scholar Jacqueline Stew- 
art makes a rich contribu- 
tion to TCM for Black History 
Month, leading discussions 
about "Selma" with its star, 
David Oyelowo, and high- 
lighting the work of Oscar 
Micheaux and other pio- 
neering filmmakers. 

The result is both celebra- 
tory and thought-provok- 
ing. 

"Our programing runs alll 
the way from the 1920s to 
2014, almost a century of 
African American filmmak- 
ing," Stewart said. 

"We see the same kinds 
of themes, a call for racial 
justice. People will get a 
much deeper sense of the 
complexities of these ques- 
tions and why we have to 
be raising these questions 
in Our Country." 

The February slate honor- 
ing African American films 
and creators is just one as- 
pect of how Stewart, TCM's 
first and sole co-host of col- 
or since 2019 and a Univer- 
sity of Chicago professor, 
has upped the channel's 
game. 

Focusing on Black film his- 
tory once a year "can't be 
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the full-stop experience for 
TCM," said Pola Changnon, 
its general manager. 
"Having Jacqueline at the 
table, she's a voice in driv- 
ing the programing selec- 
tions," Changnon — said. 
"She's really great in point- 
ing us to things that we 
might not have thought 
of before, not only films, 
but also other experts who 
can really bring life to these 
movies." 

Stewart, whose academ- 
ic focus is on silent films 
and Black cinema, was a 
TCM guest before she was 
brought in as the first host 
of the ongoing "Silent Sun- 
day Nights" showcase for 
domestic and international 
films and shorts. 

In 2021, the newly opened 
Academy Museum of Mo- 
tion Pictures in Los Angeles 
named her its chief artistic 
and programming execu- 
tive, with a portfolio includ- 
ing screenings, exhibitions 
and educational outreach. 
(Stewart is on sabbatical 
from the cinema and me- 
dia studies department at 
the University of Chicago, 
where she earned a doc- 
torate degree in English). 
Last year was a banner 
one: Stewart received a 


fellowship from the MacAr- 
thur Foundation, an honor 
nicknamed the Genius 
Grant, for ensuring that 
overlooked Black filmmak- 
ers and audiences have "a 
place in the public imagi- 
nation," as the foundation 
said. 

She considers her work to 
be part of a larger and 
urgent American reassess- 
ment: "We all need to think 
more deeply about ques- 
tions of racial equality and 
social justice" as the past 
several years have shown. 
"We've had some really 
deep conversations at 
TCM about what it means 
to show classic films at this 
historical moment, and 
how we can reflect on the 
legacies of misrepresenta- 
tion in those films and an 
erasure of people of color," 
she said, and on "the sex- 
ism and homophobia, the 
transphobia, that we find 
in classic films." 

Last year, for TCM's "Re- 
framed: Classic Films in the 
Rearview Mirror’ project, 
Stewart and her four co- 
hosts examined blatant ra- 
cial stereotyping and other 
demeaning elements in 
movies including 1927's 
"The Jazz Singer," 1939's 
"Gone With the Wind" and 
1961's 'The Children's Hour," 
which depicts same-sex re- 
lationships as shameful. 
Stewart's appearances 
as a guest expert on TCM 
eventually put her in the 
co-host lineup with Ben 
Mankiewicz, Dave Karger, 
Alicia Malone and Eddie 
Muller. 

"We were always so im- 
pressed with not only ev- 
erything she knew coming 
in, but just her grace and 
presence in being on cam- 
era and communicating 
with another host about 
what she knew," Chang- 
non said. "Not everyone 
can translate that kind of 
academic expertise" for 
VieWe>’s. 

Stewart says she's pleased 
by the scope of TCM's Black 
History Month program- 
ming, which continues on 
Sundays through Feb. 27 
and includes fellow schol- 
ars Racquel Gates and Sa- 
mantha Sheppard.L) 
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Ransomware gang says it has hacked 49ers football team

RICHMOND, Va. (AP) — The 
San Francisco 49ers have 
been hit by a ransomware 
attack, with cyber criminals 
claiming they stole some of 
the football team's finan- 
cial data. 

The ransomware gang 
BlackByte recently posted 
some of the purportedly 
stolen team documents 
on a dark web site in a file 
marked "2020 Invoices." The 
gang did not make any of 
its ransom demands public 
or specify how much data 
it had stolen or encrypted. 
The team, which is among 
the most valuable and sto- 
ried franchises in the NFL 
and lost a close playoff 
game two week ago, said 
in a statement Sunday that 
it recently became aware 
of a "network security inci- 
dent" that had disrupted 
some of its corporate IT 
network systems. The 49ers 
said they'd notified law en- 
forcement and hired cy- 
bersecurity firms to assist. 
'To date, we have no in- 
dication that this incident 
involves systems outside 
of our corporate network,

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Skiers struggle as real snow falls on Winter Olympics

BEIJING (AP) — The Winter 
Olympics finally look like, 
well, the Winter Olympics. 
Real snow fell in Beijing on 
Sunday for the first time 
since the Olympics began, 
giving the city the appear- 
ance and feel of areal Win- 
ter Games. There was fresh 
snow in the mountains as 
well, where all events have 
been contested on artificial 
snow. While the snow was 
mostly a welcome sight, up 
in the mountains it affected 
visibility and made it tough- 
er for ski racers to make it 
down the hill, especially in 
the first run of the two-leg 
giant slalom. 

Marco Odermatt of Swit- 
zerland handled the snow 
and poor visibility better 
than anyone else and won 
his first Olympic gold med- 
al. “I really risked everything 
in the second run because | 
wanted not just the medal, 
| wanted the gold medal,” 
Odermatt said. “It’s difficult 
because you can lose ev- 
erything but today it paid 
off.” 

While a light snow fell Sat- 
urday, it came down a lot 
harder on Sunday, the first 
time it snowed during an Al- 
pine race during the Beijing 
Olympics. The heavy snow 
forced the second run to 
be postponed by 1 hour, 15 


minutes. During the delay, 
workers cleared snow from 
the course with snow blow- 
ers and shovels. 

“It was a hard day, with 
the conditions, with such 
a long wait between the 
two runs,” Odermatt said. 
“It was more than five hours 
for me, it was such a long 
time to re-think everything 
and it was hard to stay fo- 
cused. | tried to sleep some 
minutes in between. 

“| actually never dreamt 
about it but now it still feels 
like a dream.” 

Many other skiers had a 
rough day on the course 
known as The Ice River at 
the Yanqing Alpine Skiing 
Center. 

“It’s a shame what the 
weather is like. | was hop- 
ing for the sun, like on alll 
the other days. Couldn't 
see anything,” said Luca 
de Aliprandini of Italy, who 
was sixth after the first run 
but skied off course and 
didn’t finish the second run. 
“When | was going down, 
the flakes were big.” 
American skier Tommy Ford 
came in 12th. 

“It’s great conditions on the 
course, but you can’t see 
it,” Ford said. 

“It was difficult for every- 
one,” said Henrik Kristoffer- 
sen of Norway, who was 
eighth overall. A second 
women’s downhill training 


run scheduled for Sunday 
was canceled. 
CROSS-COUNTRY RELAY 
The snow affected the 
men’s cross-country relay 
ski race so much that work- 
ers used leaf blowers to 
clear it out of the tracks. 
The snow made the. ski 
tracks slow, especially on 
the first two classic ski legs. 
Just like in the women’s 
race, the Russian team 
opened a lead on the first 
leg and then held on for 
the gold medal. Sergey 
Ustiugov maintained more 
than a minute lead on the 
last lap over the two-man 
chasing group of Johannes 
Hoesflot Klaebo of Norway 
and Maurice Manificat of 
France. 

Ustiugov grabbed a flag 
on his way to the finish line 
and won the 10-kilometer 
relay 1 hour, 54 minutes, 
50.7 seconds. By compari- 
son, the winning time in the 
four-man relay at the 2018 


Pyeongchang Olympics 
was more than 20 minutes 
quicker. 


GU’'S RACE ON HOLD 

Freestyle skier Eileen Gu has 
to wait a day to try to win a 
second gold medal at the 
Beijing Games after gusty 
wind and snow postponed 
the qualifying round for 
women’s slopestyle. 

Qualifying was pushed 
back to Monday and

the final to Tuesday. The 
switch avoids putting the 
gold-medal round directly 
against the Super Bowl, 
which is also being tele- 
vised by NBC. 

The men’s slopestyle quali- 
fication also was switched 
from Monday to Tuesday, 
with its final now set for 
Wednesday. 

The 18-old-year Gu was at 
the top of the hill stretching 
and getting ready for some 
warmup runs in the blustery 
conditions when qualifying 
was postponed. The snow 
was blowing sideways and 
the flags on the bottom 
of the course were whip- 
ping in all directions. Vis- 
ibility also was low, which 
makes landing jumps off 
the massive kickers along 
the course dangerous. 

Gu was born and raised in 
the United States but chose 
to compete for China, her 
mother’s home country. 
Her victory in big air last 
Tuesday was hugely popu- 
lar in China. 

RUSSIAN DOPING 

Russian figure skater Kamila 
Valieva continued to prac- 
tice in the hours before the 
Court of Arbitration for Sport 
was to decide whether she 
will be allowed to compete 
this week. An expedited 
hearing was scheduled for 
Sunday, with a ruling ex- 
pected sometime Monday. 


A decision by CAS is ex- 
pected roughly 24 hours 
before the 15-year-old 
Valieva is due on the ice 
at Capital Indoor Stadium 
for the short program on 
Tuesday. The overwhelm- 
ing favorite, she drew the 
26th starting spot Sunday 
among the 30 in the event. 
Valieva has yet to miss a 
scheduled practice since a 
drug test taken in Decem- 
ber was flagged last Mon- 
day for traces of a banned 
heart medication. That was 
the same day the reign- 
ing European champion 
helped the Russian skaters 
win team gold with a dy- 
namic free skate in which 
she became the first wom- 
an to land a quad in Olym- 
pic competition. 

On several occasions since 
then, the stress appeared 
to have gotten to Valieva, 
including a moment during 
Saturday's practice session 
when she fell during a triple 
axel and eventually skated 
to the boards and _ tear- 
fully hugged her embattled 
coach, Eteri Tutberidze. 
JACKSON'S HISTORIC GOLD 
Erin Jackson won gold in 
the 500 meters to become 
the first Black woman to win 
a speedskating medal at 
the Winter Olympics. With a 
time of 37.04 seconds, she 
gave the Americans their 
first speedskating medal 
at the Beijing Games. The 
29-year-old Jackson joins 
fellow American Shani Da- 
vis as the only Black ath- 
letes to win Olympic speed- 
skating gold medals. 
ROEISELAND’S TRIPLE GOLD 
Marte Olsbu Roeiseland 
held her focus in the blow- 
ing snow and shot cleanly 
in the last standing stop to 
win the women’s biathlon 
10-kilometer pursuit race. 
It was her third gold medal 
of the Beijing Olympics and 
fourth medal overall. 

The Norwegian started the 
race with a lead because 
of her win in the sprint race 
and hit 19 of her 20 targets. 
She won in 34 minutes, 46.9 
seconds. 

In the men’s race, Quentin 
Filon Maillet of France hit 
all 20 of his targets despite 
howling wind and skied to 
his second Olympic gold, 
and fourth medal overall, in 
the 12.5-kilometer pursuit.)

The concourses are 
packed with people with 
Bengals jerseys and they 
are outnumbering Rams 
jerseys by almost a 4-to-1 
margin. The most popular 
jersey is that of Joe Burrow's

The Bengals faithful aren't 
waiting for kickoff either. 
They're walking around 
breaking into chants of 
"Who Dey!" inside the 
house of their opponent. 


Super Bowl 56 could make
